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Fire Follows 
Stripping Of 
Pipe Plant 


Arlington Prepares 
For Record Meeting 
To Discuss 
New Soil 
Program 


RECOVER PROPERTY 


Representatives of the Hume 
Pipe Co., as well as the Public 
Service Co., are investigating the 
robbery of that plant; while the 
.state tire m arshall’s office is con­ 
sidering the possibility of incen­ 
diarism. H ie Public Service Co., 
Monday, found 750 
pounds of 
their m aterial in a pile of weeds 
and are still looking for an ad­ 
ditional 1,000 pounds. 


The closed plant of the Hume 
Pipe Co. was the scene of the larg­ 
est Arlington H eights fire in recent 
years, Saturday evening. The fire 
interrupted the efforts of young 
junk bandits to strip the plant of 
anything and everything that could 
be sold tor junk. They had evident­ 
ly been working hard that day as 
evidence of new depredations are to 
be found upon all sides. 
The caretaker has from tim e to 
tim e been kept busy replacing brok­ 
en window lights, but on Saturday, 
in addition to rem oving brass from 
fuse boxes, etc., the bandits were 
young enough to enjoy 
throwing 
rocks through scores of windows. 
They also were young enough to 
take pleasure in attem pting to roll 
a huge pipe form , w eighing sever­ 
al tons, against the 
side 
of the 
building. 
The fire, which was discovered 
about six o’clock broke out near the 
m ixer at the south end of the build­ 
ing. 
The 
fi*re 
departm ent 
after 
strenuous efforts and with the use 
of all available hose, amounting to 
1400 feet, was able to get w ater to 
the fire. The booster pump, never 
more forcibly demonstrated its use­ 
fulness. 
A hose connection was made to 
a hydrant in Stonegate, hose laid 
under the railroad rails across a 
field to the pumper which drew the 
water from the mains and hurled it 
through the fire nozzle at a pres­ 
sure of 150 pounds. 
Without the 
pumper there would have been lit­ 
tle pressure at the end of that hose. 
I wenty-two of the 26 members of 
the fire departm ent were on hand 
and worked strenuously, overcom­ 
ing obstacles and had a stream of 
water upon the blaze within a sur­ 
prisingly short time. There was an 
ample supply of water in th? mains, j 
just enough hose to reach the fire, 
a modern fire engine to boost the 
pressure and cool heads among the 
firemen, which prevented a more 
serious loss. 
Evidence of depredations show 
that the junk bandits with the use 
of 
a truck 
and 
wrapped 
“pipe; 
handles” attached to cutting shears,] 
have stolen the electric power leads, 
that extend to the plant, have tak-j 
en within the last few days, 25 0 1 
feet of electric cable 
that 
was I 
stored under lock and key, h a d , 
started to remove fuse boards with 
its brass attachm ents. They were j 
so hungry for junk that they had 
started to disconnect the pipes from 
the two boilers, which up to the 
present tim e has escaped sim ilar] 
depredations. 
A ttachm ents on the 
12’g 
ton! 
crane had been taken off. Some of 
this material still awaited rem oval.1 
W hile the fire m ay have removed I 
direct evidence, it is presumed that 
an attem pt had been made to junk i 
the 15 h. p. motor, that was located J 
above the hopper and other equip- j 
merit 
used in hoisting materials. 
The fire started in that part of th 2 
building. 
It is possible that the 
bandits disgusted with their inabil­ 
ity to get much of the heavy parts 
down, had either been careless with I 
m atches or had deliberately set the | 
fire.

bonds to pay pressing bills, but the 
vast m ajority will keep the bonds 
as a nest egg. 
There w ill be a few new autom o­ 
biles, and some of the veterans are 
going t J outfit their fam ilies in new 
clothes. There are one or two who 
have not had a real vacation for 
many years, who say that they are 
going to ‘‘see the country.” lf the 
taverns expected to benefit by an 
orgy of spending, they have been 
disappointed. 
In com menting upon the situa­ 
tion, C. L. Griffith, commander of 
Merle Guild Post says that in his 
belief the money that the boys are 
spending will see its way into the 
tills of the local business men to a 
large extent. Rack special assess­ 
ments and taxes will also b ep a id , 
while others will re-establish their 
insurance program.

Water Consumption 
At Arlington Heights 
Is IO Million a Month 


The water consumption 
at A r­ 
lington H eights is approxim ately 
10,000,000 gallons a month, accord­ 
ing to figures that were presented 
by the water departm ent to the vil­ 
lage board Monday evening. Great 
as is this consumption of water, the 
available water supply is a great 
deal more than that figure. In order 
to keep the cost of wpter as low as 
possible, the two shallow wells, 
which produce IOO and l r,0 gallons 
of water a minute are operated near 
capacity, while the deep well with 
its capacity of 350 gallons a m in­ 
ute supplies the additional amount 
that is needed. With a water con­ 
sumption of 4,647,000 gallons in 13 
days, the deep well was used only 
six or seven hours a day. 
Thus, it appears that there will 
be plenty o f water upon all floors 
of Arlington H eights homes for the 
influx of race track visitors. 
Great as is a daily pu rn page of 
350,000 gallons a day, the treat­ 
ment plant is handling 900,000 gal­ 
lons daily. It does not seem pos­ 
sible, but it was to satisfy the cur­ 
iosity of the board to learn how' 
much water is actually delivered 
into the sew er from 
the village 
wells that the survey was made. 


Gottlieb 
Schneberger 
appeared 
before the Arlington H eights vil­ 
lage board Monday evening and o f­ 
fered to settle the lien judgment 
that is held by the Arlington E le­ 
vator & Coal Co. against the^ vil­ 
lage for the face value of origin­ 
al bill $453, cancelling judgm ent 
costs, interest, etc. The village ac­ 
cepted the offer.
